Story of a Powerful New 
Organisation. 


A good deal lately has been 
heard of a society in Italy known 
as the Fasciati, During ‘April, 
tor instance, there was Oghtiog 
between them and the Socialists, 
following upon which they wreck- 
ed the Labour Exchange. Many 
similar incidents hare occurred. 

This Fascisti movement has be- 
come an import factor in the in- 
ternal situation of Italy. There 
hava been other Fagol before the 
present, for the word, derived 
from the Latin fascia (a bandage) 
means any league or association. 
Thus, the associations of ls bourers 
and sulphor ‘workers, which 
cansed the agrarian agitation. in 
Sicily in 1892, were called Fasci, 
and # year or two azo the Coal - 
tion.of Jnterventionist parties in 
Prrliament was’ known as the 
Pascio, the essence of the word 
baing the close onion of different 
elements in s common cause, 
which binds them all together. 
The present Fasci di Combatti- 
mento, to give them their full 
name, was created in March, 
1919, by Benito Mussolini, the 
well-known, editor. of Popolo 
d'Italia, of Milan, and were 
directed against the Neutralists. 
The first Congress of the new 
organization, then numbering 
only a few persons, was held on 
March 23 ofthat year; by the 
end of 1919 there were 40 Fasci, 
and today Signor Pasella 
estimates the namber of Fasci as 
400, with a membership of 100,- 

OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 

The main object of the Fascisti 
is “tocombat Bolshevism as the 
degenerationofSocialism,especi- 
ally because‘of its violence, and 
the Fascisti seem to have adopted 
the Jer tolionis of “an eye for an 
ese, a tooth fora tooth.” All the 
Italian. political parties have 
furnisbed members to the Fasci, 
exceptthe Catholic Popatarparty, 
on the one band, and, of course, 
the Commanist and Offcial 
Socialist parties, an the other. 
Even the Conservative wing of 
the -Socizlists, the so-called 
Riformisti, is represented in 
the Fasci. and the Re 
publicans bave: a few mem- 
bers of these bodies—for the Fas- 


cisti accept any form of govera- 


rent. But Repoblicanism in 
Italy, except in: the Romagna, 
where itisa Conservative party 
as against Socialism. is a small 
and dwindling party, mainly com- 
posed of idealistic old men who 
cherish the far-off memories of 
the Roman Republic of 1849. 

But party men who enter the 
Fasci are first Fascisti and then 
members of their respective par- 
ties — Nationalists, Radicals, 
Liberals,and the reat. The Fascisti 
like the Catholic Popular party, 
possess what is otherwise rara in 
Italian public life—a véry prac- 
tical o-ganizer, for, too often, as 
Tasso remarked io the “ Ger- 
asalemme Liberata :” 

Alla Virtu Latima. 

O nulla manca, O sol la discip- 
tina.” . 

Each Fascio possesses so-called 
squadre de azione (“squadrons of 
action "), composed of young men 
who bave mostly served in the 
war. Each of these “ eqaadrons ” 
has a commandant named by the 
directing council of the particular 
Fascio. There is a general com- 
mittee at Milan, which super- 
vises the whola movement, but 
each Fascio enjoys complete 
loca! antonomy for i 
affairs. Between the 
and the central committee comes 
the provincial federation, corres- 
ponding to the provinces into 
which Italy is divided for admin- 
istrative purposes, Whenever 
an incident occurs between 
Holshevists and Fascisti, help, if 
required, is sent to the particular 
local Fascio by other Fasci.

CAPITAL AND LABOUR. 

What Mr. Clynes Says. * 
_ In respect to distresa and trade 
troublea Labour never faced May 
Day under worse conditions. Bat 
suffering and hardships due to 
lack of work mary be reduced if 
we use wisely the great lesson 
which Labour has Jearned from 
the events which have happened 
in the twelve months since May 
of 1920, writes Mr. J. R. Clynes, 
M.LP., Chairman of the Labour 
Party. ‘ 

During that perial constitu- 
tional action and = disciplined 
movement on tha part of Labour 
have bean trumphantly asserted, 
and they have been proved by 
experience to ba the only effective 
and beneficent lines of action 
which organised Labour can 
follow. 


NATURAL IMPATIENCE. 

It was not surprising that at 
one time it seamed that other and 
almost reckleis counsels would 
prevail. . 

Impatience was natural he- 
causa of the privations being 
endured by thosa who were in 
distress, Suspicions had bsen 
deepened because measures based 
upon the unredeemed promises of 
public men had failed. The bit- 
terness of after-war disappoint- 
ments and disregard of orderly 
practices which the war did much 
to establish strengthened tha an- 
peal for revolutionary or militant 
measures which seemed to pro- 
mise some speedy release from 
industrial and economic troubles. 

The weapon of the strike was 
worshipped as sll powerful, and 
Labour was called upon to place 
its faith anly in such measures 
of force as on occasion it had 
successfully employed agains’ 
individual employers in relation 
to Waze and workshop questions. 

Labour has not yet completely 
emerged from some messure of 
trust in methods which have at- 
tractions for a few, and, steps 
which have the appearance of 
being herote or dramatic are sup- 
ported for their novelty. in the 
belief that they must be more 
valuable than the older practices 
which have not yet dastroyed 
ancient systems or led the masses 
of the p2ople to the promised land. 

THE STRISE WEAPON—ITS 

WALUE AND DANGERS, 

Ibis no heartless disregard of 
the reality of the suffering endur- 
ed by sections of the workers 
which prompts me to press for a 
complete return to the disciplined 
political and Pasliamantary me- 
thods by which the futurq re- 
demption of Labanr in this and- 
other lards must be secured.’ 

It is not a question of setting 
aside the strike weapon. That 
weapon must never be given up. 

Befora it could be used, tha 
state of the working classes was 
one of unmitigated drudzery and 
slavery. The discreet use of the 
weapon has. often ensured a 
degree of liberty and-workshop 
improvement. which no amount 
of persistent appeal to the em- 
ployers’ sense of justice could 
ever spcure. 

The matter before us naw, how- 
ever, 13 not that of never using 
the strike weapon; i+ is the ques- 
tion of abusing it or employing it 
atthe wrong time or in the pur- 
suit of some parpose which can 
be obtained by other methods 
without cost. 

The end of tong struggles fer 
full political liberty in 4 country 
governed for generations by a 
Parliamentary system has been 
reached by placing in the bands 
of the wage-earning classes an 
electora) power which can enable 
them to govern the country mot 
for a class benefit, but for the 
higher purposes of national eleva- 
tion and progress. For unemploy- 
meot and wage struggles a cure 
can be found, but it can only be 
applied ‘by the application of 
a well-conceived and ‘dedinite 
Labour programe. . 
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HUMAN NEEDS aND WAGES, 

If wages are to be varied, the 
standard of living Must not be 
ignored, nor should sweeping ra~ 
ductious be imposed regardless 
of the buman needs of varibus 
grades of workmen, : 

During the. war tho right of 
lower-paid men for even better 
advances than the higher-paid 
was admitted on the ground that 
tho standard of liviog justified it, 
The right should’bs stil! kept io 
mind, and lower-paid men should 
suffer lesa than others where re- 
ductions have to take placa, 

No reduction should come es- 
cept by agtesment and as the 
result of discussion and matual 
conseas after joint ‘meetings of 
employers and Trade Unions, or 
as tho result ofdecisiona of courts 
‘of arbitration to whioh tha two 
parties have agreed torefar their 
case. . 

‘Tt would be'a monstrous thing 
for employers to insist on wage 
reductions without also arresing 
to some reduction in the cost af 
Management,.in dividends and 
profita, and in those. heavy 
charges which trade and com- 
merce often earry because of big 
salaries to the men at the top 
and the exactions of landawners 
and men who levy reas. 

Tf the workers” standard of fife 
is to be limited, the life standard 
of others should not be without 
Limit. 

A WARSING TO THE OTHER SIDE. 

Unemployment is not now one 
question. Tt has ‘thrawn .up 
another—wages, Wages and 
unemployment are now linked 
together and-the state uf trade 
depression haw inspired many 
employers to try to enfarce re- 
@uctions. Conditions in the 
markets of the world regardiog 
prices, finance, and credits -have 
much todo with ugeaplos ment. 
Unless these aspects are dealt 
with by our statesmen further 
trade dislocation is certain, and 
unemploy ment is inevitable. 

What we must now insist ppon 
ig that reductions in wages mere- 
ly will not settle the unemplas- 
Ment prablem or provide a cure 
for our troubles in the realm of 
credit and finance. 

Emplorers have no right to 
insist on reduced wases because 
unemployment’ affords them the 
opportunity of taking workmen 
at a disadvantace. Changes 
forced a3 2 resalt of workmen 
being hungry for want of work 
Wilk make an embittered situa- 
tion and produce within our in- 
dustriés even a greater degree of 
discontent than before. 


What Sir Robert Hadfield 
‘ Says. 

In all m5 long business ex- 
perience I have never koown 
anything like the general depres- 
sion of trade which prevails at 
the present time. The difficulties 
of carrying on the Jarge industrial 
operations included under the, 
term “business” are almost in- 
superable. Particularly does this 
refer to those firms which do not 
control the sources of supplies: 
They are between the devil and 
the deap sea. 7 

On the one hand raw materials 
—sucb things as pis iron. coal, 
and 89 on—have donbled, trebled, 
and even quadrupled their prices. 
On the other hand, the public, 
have, quite naturally, kicked very 
hard. In many cases they have 
refused-altogether to pay reason- 
ably higher figures so gs to com- 
peosate for the increased costs 
brougbt about by the phenomenal 
advances in raw materiais and 
wages. By their refusal, -volunt- 
ary or involuntary, they preci- 
pitated the depression from which 
the country is suffering. . 

THE BIGGEST LOSERS. 

The year 1920 was one of ex- 
traordinary vicissitude. Figures 
and values changed with such 
amazing rapidity that it was 
practically impossible to carry 
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out any reasonable continuity of 
policy. Business, in fact, became 
a gambte, in which the rowards 
went to the lucky far more often 
than to the skilful. ® 

While the tata! volume of trade 
Was more satisfactory than wight 
have been expected, it would 
have.been still more satisfactory 
if we had been able to avoid the 
troubles of strikes, stoppages. 
and labour dispates. 

Look as the record of lost time 
in 1919 and 1920. In these two 
years no fawer than sixty-one 
million days wera wasted in 
voluntary abstinence from work. 
Sixty-one million days at a time 
when the world is crying oul for 
work and tha pradact of wark! 
and even that figure, big as it is, 
takes no account of the additional 
loss involved in allied trades 
through the inevitable dislocation. 

It is difficult to make the 
workers of the country sea that 
they ara by far the largast losera 
in this game of cross-purposes. 
T place most of the blama on the 
agitator, who has been doing his 
best to bring about the disloca- 
tion of industry during the last 
few years, for it seems impossible 
op any other basis to understand 
the policy of the men who helped 
to win the war io tha trenches, 
and who now would seem to 
have set their mind on. losing the 
industrial supremacy on which 
our country depends. 

AN APPEAL TO REASON. 

T would sppeal to the trade 

unions and to the men them. 
selves to try rather to make.it as 
2asy as possible for the manage- 
ment to carry on in these times 
of un+xampled perplexity. If. 
only the unions would leave in- 
dividual employers to settle their 
iabour arrangements themselres 
with their employees it would 
without doubt be possible to find 
a basis whick would ba satis 
factory to both, If something of 
the kind is not decided upon 
soon, Labour, fam afraid, will kill 
the goose tha: Jaga the golden 
eggs and produces their wages 
each week, . 
- The world to-day is literally 
short of goods of all kinds. 
Labour admits that, ard asserts 
that it is not against increasad 
production if it is assured that 
the workers will share in tho 
benefi's of such production. 

Of course, they will share in 
them. If only the workers’ of 
Great Britain would come for- 
ward and assist the employers in 
runoing the:r works on. reason- 
able lines, we in this country 
would quickly show the world: 
what we are capable of doing. If, 
for example, trade unions cculd 
but see their way to make reason- 
able concessions on the question 
of overtime, which ia tho Hfe- 
blood of industry, it would rapid- 
ly fead to a lowering of prices, 
and stimulate the demand, which, 
though latent at the presen: time, 
is nevertheless there. - 

Given that reduction in prices, 
we should once more be in a 
position to export ‘our goods 
which the world-so badly wants, 
but which it cannot buy because 
of the unreasonable demands of 
Labour. Tb2n, and then only, will 
depression vanish from our midst.

In these 
days Hamburg. Bremen: and Lubeck, are the only surviving 
“free” towns, having maintained their independence 
during the rule of the Hohenzollern Empire. as they 
continue to do-under the Republic. In a political sense 
-- the independence may be little more than nominal. and is 
- of no particular importance to us. What is of importance 
$s that these cities still uphold their tradition of maritime 
enterprise. Before the war. Hamburg—and in lesser but 
very notable degree its companion ports—had made itself 
famious the world over. ‘The titanic conflict dealt the port 
and the German Mereintile Marine in general a shattering, 
blow. vet even under this devastating handicap the Teutonic 
shipping community exhibits astonishing Imdications of 
vitality..." " ; 

Figures. it has been sail, can, be made to prove 
anvthipy, and in the hands of an unscrupulous user they 
are certainly capable of giving. an altovether deceptive 
impression: but a table of definite statistics from direct 
sources offers a kind of evidence that is not to be ignored. 
The Hamburg correspondent of the Duily Chruneily has 
supplied bis journal with an illuminating survey of the 
German shipbuilding position after an extensive Investiga- 
tion of-conditions: In 192, although the mercantile feet 
amounted to only 30U,000 tuns against over five millivns 

before the war. Gerinany’s Mercantile Marine showed 
“signs of looking up: but the recovery that has taken 
place is. not. a tithe of what the Central European 
"+ Power expects to achieve within the next, ten years. 
- according to nu less an authority than a leading 
director of the Hamburg-America Line, who estim- 
ates that by 1930 or soon. after Germany will have 
5,000,000 of new shipping. 1p Hamburg, says the Daily 
Chronicle correspondent, “ people are looking forward to an 
immediate ten years of strenuous work, und that decade. 
it is hopefully reckoned. will produce a mercantile fleet at 
least equal to that which the country had before the war— 
5,250,000 tons of shipping. . . And Bremen and 
Lubeck, J found on visiting these two cities. are going to 
back up this work for all they are worth.” 
Of the working agreements between the Hamburg- 
‘America Line and the North-German Lloyd respectively, 
, onthe one hand, and powerful corporations in the United 
States, on the other, the world has already heard, as also 
of the Hamburg-America Line's increase of capital by 
“BF, 100,000,000. What’ perhaps is not so well known 1s 
that German shipbuilding yards. with the Government 
+-. docks—no longer needed for warships—are capable of 
turning out 750,000 tons of shipping yearly, so that, after 
deducting the 200,000 tons per annum to which the Allies 
have a claim for five years, Germany is left with more than 
_ her pre-war capacity of 500,000 tons. At the moment there is 
: a shipping slump, but Germany's shipping and commercial 
magnates, Hngo Stinnes among them, are “watching every 
opportunity. A shipbuilding trust, with the most 
influential support, for economical end rapid. construction 
is in contemplation, and a special working arrangement 
between the two great German lines is uoder consideration. 
Notwithstanding the slump. nearly all the concerns given 
in the Daily Chronicle correspondent’s representative’ list of 
shipping and shipbuilding enterprises show increased 
ind impressive dividends for 1920, as well as large 
“expansion of capital... Without taking fright, British 
shipbuilders and shipowners will do well to note these 
dlevelopments, woe 


time which all will agree is very 
considerably shead of the times 
recorded by other companies" 
boasts. Tha ald dares of spaed 
compatition between steamship 
lines (which reached its zenith on 
the Atlantic inpre-wardays) seem 
to havea gowns for good, for tho 
latter day boats have not 
been built 30 much for speed as’ 
they they. have for comfort ant 
roominess. It has been found 


that the costliness of -running} 


big boats at high speeds is con- 
siderable and that it pays far 
better to run at a normal speed 
and so save the use of extra coal, 
Tha whole of the bigger class 
boats on the Pacific—with the 
exception of the Empress liners— 
are of the slow type compared 
with the leviathans of the 
Atlantic. Even the new big 
boats of the United States’ 
Shipping Board are: engined 
for speeds on the slow 
side and it may “just be that 
the world is forgetting the 
slogan “time is mones.” In 
shipping the slogan might be 
reversed to “making time cost 
money.” Still, there is a deal of 
satisfaction to be gained from the 
fact that itis a British hne which 
holds the Pacific record, and this 
popular service of Empress boats 


will assuredly keep the big hold 


it bas onthe travelling public so 
Jong as it continues to cater for 
their time, convenience and com- 
fort as it has in the past. 


U. S. S. B. Competition. 


The Chairman of the Indo 
China Steam Navigation Com- 
pany did not mince his words 
when referring to the keonness of 
the competition offered by the 
Snited States Shipping Board 
: Is. Hjs main point was that 
it-was hard for private shipping 
interests to compate againas the 
resources of a whole nation, and 
these who xaow how the U.S.S.B. 
boats are subsidised by the States 
and at what a tremendous cost to 
the American nation they are 
being run,’ will heartily agree 
with him, whetber they endorse 
the action cf America or 
not. In these days of litsle 
tonnage and many ships the 
concern with the biggest backing 
stands a much better chance of 
making out, and in this respect 
British Companies operating in 
the Far East are handicapped. 
Japanese compatition comes io 
on a subsidised basis also, but 
the operations of the U.S.S.B, 
are of an even closer national 
character than the lines on which 
our Japanese friends work. Brit- 
ish shipping in Chinese and other 
Far Eastern waters has always 
held a very bigh place and we 
doubt very seriously whether, 
given acontiquance of the same 
efficient handlice of cargo 
and. management of the Lines, 
competition from America or 
Japan will ever bite dangerously 
into its business. The outcome 
of it all rests largely in the hands 
of the shipping companies them- 
selves and for that reason wo are 
pleased to note that the Indo- 
China fleet is not only being kept 
up to its normal efficiency but is 
beisg improved in many direc- 
tions. Frovided those who mao 
the ships are content to co-operate 
loyally with their employers and 
therd is an avoidance of labour 
trouble the future of British ship- 
ping should, by reason of its own 
efficiency, be as bright as ita past. 


America and Japan. 

That direct negotiations have 
been opened between Japan and 
America on the many outstand- 
ing questions affecting the two 
nations will bave been learned 
with satisfaction by all who have 
the peace of the Pacific at heart. 
There has been a deal of loose 
speech lately regarding the re-| 
lationships existing between 
these two great Powers and the 
only way to remove the cause of 
itis for a straightforward confer- 
ence on the whole of the matters 
in dispute. When one reads 
(ss Reuter told us yesterday) 
that the questions now being 
jointly considered at Washing.

SHAKESPEARE. WORSHIP 
IN GERMANY, 


There is something admirable 
and at the same time tudiaronaly 
presumptious aboat the German 
attitude towards Shakespeare. 
It was long ago admitted that 
German expositions of Shake- 
speare were of special-excellence, 


[notably that of tho elder Schlegel. 


Carlyle, if I remember rightly, 
says that no elocidations of such 
value had been produced by our 
own oritics, and he mentions that 
aven in a novel, “Wilhelm 
Maister,” Goethe gives an 
unrivalled . interpretation af 
Hamlet. : 

During the wae Shakespeare 
enjoyed undiminished popularity 
among the Teutons. I remember 
one German professor, whose 
name, however, I have forgotten, 
telling bis countrymes that, so far 
from banning the Bard, it was 
their especial duty to study one 
who was German to the tips of his 
fingers in all except the accident 
of bieth, the more so because the 
English were utterly incapable 
of appreciating, or even undar- 


|standing, Shakespeare’s genius! 


Here we see the ludicrous side 
of German Shakespeare-worship. 

Since the Armistice, Shakes- 
peare has enjoyed, if possible, 


more favour than ever, his plays 


being on view at theatres all over 
Germany. So farsogood. Buta 
professor of the kind that has 
become typical of modern Ger- 
many has been indulging insome 


‘more talk of the fatuous kind. 


Perbaps he is the same professor 
the one jost alluded to. 
Prof. Max Forster, of Leipzig, is 
the individual, and he recently 
told the German Shakespeare 
Society at Weimar (which in 
other days possessed eminent 
Shakespearean scholars) that io 
essentials,Shakespeare is German 
to the core, having nothing in 
common’ with his unworthy 
fallow-countrymen. Shakespeare, 
says Her Professor, has none of 
our “stupid presumption,” our 
“aggressive patriotism,” our “re- 
ligious narrowness and bypo- 
crisy,” our “cold-heatted reserve,” 
and the inflexibility of mind that 
weighs like an incubus on present- 
day England.. Nor is there in 
Shakespeare any .of the 
“militarism and egotism of the 
English ethics of to-day.” 

A commentator in-a Home 
journal supports the ides that our 
psychic’ friends summon the 
immortal Bard to appear 
and ‘say whether he is 
agreeable to being trans- 
ferred toGermany. As it happens. 
a society in America announced 
oaly recently that one of 
their next visitors was to be 
none other than Mr. William 
Shakespeare, sometime resident 
of Stratford-on-Avon. I have 
not heard whether the guest 
materialised. Hf he did. it was 
an opportunity lost. . Viewing 
the subject trom a terrestrial 
plane, it may be suggested to our 
former enemies tbat, with all 
their study of .Shakespeare— 
much ‘of it, as already said, 
admirable—they have in a larga 
measure missed his glorious 
charactoristic—hamanity.

Captain Will Not Reeognise 
Kwangtung Government. 


On Menday, the 13cb instant, 
the 8. &. 
British flag, steamed past the 
Station established by the 
Kwangtung Government for the 
purpdse of stopping and searching 
all vessels plying between Sham- 
shui and Wuchow, and would 
hot permit the officers there to 
search for contraband. Tha 
Captain said he did not recognise 
the authority of the Awangtong 
Government or any orders issued 
by that Government. Neverthe- 
less. the Captain finally consented 
to the sesrch but threatened to 
report the matter to the British 
Consul and ask for gunboats to 
stop the work of tha Government 
officials there. As the Consular 
Body were notified of the order 
which designated the limits of 
the present blockade, and were 
also informed that, as a military 
precavtion, all vessels would be 
subjected to search for contra- 
band of waz, the attitude of this 
particular Captain “is incom. 
prebensible. Captains of vessels 
flying flags of other nations bave 
made no objection and have in 
every way, rendered theirservices 
to facilitate the’ officers in the 
performance of theirduties. Why 
should ea British steamer find 
cause for complaint when the 
Government here is acting wholly 
within their rights? such 
insults are offered to Chinese 
officers in performance of their 
duties, then the blockade should 
be made even more more string- 
ent and no vessels at all allowed 
togo up the West River. Whether 
the Captain of the “Tai Ming” 
tecognises the Government of 
Kwangtupg or uot, a3 that 
Government is in de fucts con- 
trol here, it will be advisable for 
bim to respect its regulations.

- ‘Trouble Sald to be Bue to: 

Non-Payment.of Soldier. _ 

The Nisshin Kisen Kaisha 
Steamship Co. hes received 
telegrams from its. .Hankow 
agent containing tha following: 

“On the night of the 4tb 
inst. s mutiny ‘broka out 
which was. worse than’ that 
which took place at Ichang 
That = oar. Fires were 
started in eight different sections 
of the city. The Bank of China, 
the Chamber af Commerce, the 
Road Bureav, and 70 edd ‘other 
organizations were ‘aither barat 
orlooted. The N. KK. godowas, 
as wellasthose of other shipping 
companies bave suffered greatly. 
Nine or ten Japanesa shops have 
been looted, two Japanese re- 
sidents have been injured, while 
from 60 to 70 Chineso have been 
kilted or injured. The following 
night, al! Japanese women aod 
children were taken aboard the 
Company's str. Tayuen Marr, 
while the men are in the Japan- 
ese Consulate.” 

Tha Chinese press yesterday 
stated that a local organization 
hera Lad received word that over 
1,000 houses were burned and 
more than half the shops in the 
city have been looted. The fire 
would oot have been «so serious 
had not a strong wind beea blow- 
ing at the time. The foreign 
firms area not included in the 
pumbar given. 

Trouble, states another mos. 
sage, has also taken place at 
Shasi, a town in the vicinity of 
Ichang. A number of foreign 
missionaries are residing in this 
town. 

With reference to the Wuchang 
affair, a telegram has been receiv- 
ed by the N.E.E. agency stating 
that the trouble was caused by 
some 1,600 soldiers of the 2nd 
Battslion who bad srrived from 
Tchang to be disbandad.. 

Another report states that the 
outbreak of looting ‘and in- 
cendisrism at Wuchang is 
attributed to the soldiers of the 
21st Brigade, upon their recaiving 
a proclamation announcing their 
disbandment. 

The burning and losting were 
extensive and systematic, and 
met with no official resistance, 
except at the Tuchun's yamen. 

The first foreign consular‘party 
which sought to enter the city 
was refused admittance, but the 
second party was allowed to 
enter. 

Trimity School, an American 
missionary institution, was 
wracked and ransacked. Many 
Chinese civilians were killed and 
wound.d, but’ there were no 
casualties to forsigners. 

Among the buildings destroyed 
by fire were the Mint, the Govern- 
ment Bank and the National Aa- 
sembly. Some of the soldiery 
who Janded at the foreign conces. 
sions in Hankow with their loot 
were arrested by the foreign 
police. Allis quiet at Wuchang 
at present. The Hankow City 
troops and police are reported to 
have heen paid $13,000. which is 
expected to keep them quiet fur 
the time being. 

Later reports from Wuchang 
show that following the rio:

troops of various places joined in 
the dissurt ances.
